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AST  WING  NATIONAL  GALLERY 


I  arrived  in  Washington  at  the  height  of  cherry 
blossom  season  last  spring,  the  day  after  Reagan  was 
shot.  A  line  of  out  of-state  tour  busses  was  disgorging 
camera-laden  tourists  like  myself  in  front  of  the  East 
Wing  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Art.  The  Gallery  has 
joined  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  the  Iwo  Jima 
Memorial  on  the  sightseeing  tour,  as  the  artist,  a 
creative  spirit  and  rugged  individualist,  has  joined  the 
tinkererscientist,  bootstrap  businessman  and  carefree 
athelete  in  the  hall  of  American  heroes.  Like  theirs,  his 
time  is  passing. 

My  exhilaration  sagged  as  1  rode  the  escalator  into 
the  soaring  light-filled  courtyard  and  stood  on  the 
bridge  watching  the  massive  Calder  mobile  turn  in  the 
breeze.  This  work,  "whose  elements  move  like  leafy 
branches  in  response  to  gentle  currents  of  air,  so  nicely 
calculated  is  their  balance,"  according  to  the  gallery 
guidebook,  was  steadily  turning  in  one  direction  despite 
aircurrents  rustling  trees  on  the  floor  below.  Its 
thirteen  blades  were  turning  as  one,  without  the 
characteristic  Calder  grace.  The  supporting  rod,  which 
attaches  the  mobile  to  the  building,  turned  with  them. 
Breezes?  Motors!  Art  as  entertainment;  the  museum  as 
Disneyland. 

The  new  National  gallery  is  a  monument  to  that 
moment  in  history,  the  1970's,  when  America 
embraced  art  to  polish  its  tarnished  self-image. 

The  design  of  the  East  Wing,  with  less  than  half  of 
its  public  space  for  galleries,  the  commissioning  of 
artists  to  create  objects  to  order,  the  blockbuster 
exhibitions  and  attendent  media  hype  are  evidence  of 
the  sophisticated  packaging  of  art  for  mass 
consumption.  Without  knowing  anything  about  art, 
except  that  it's  fashionable,  you  can  spend  the  twenty 
minute  tour-bus  stop  in  the  two  cafes  and  three 
bookstalls;  you  can  ride  the  people  mover  to  the 
underground  waterfall  and  the  escalator  into  the  sky; 
you  can  be  back  on  the  bus  and  off  to  the  Capitol 
without  ever  confronting  a  work  of  art,  even  if  you're 
trying.  The  museum  as  Bloomingdales. 

Distorting  Calder's  intention  is  the  worst  example  of 
the  systematic  trivialization  of  art  "designed  to 
compliment."  But  art  is  not  design;  sculpture  is  not 
jewelry.  Choosing  artists  whose  work  would  blend  with 
the  natural  light  and  Tennessee  marble  and  inviting 
them  to  fit  work  in  niches — like  a  bold,  black  and  white 
Motherwell,  to  "read"  clearly  from  across  the 
courtyard,  or  a  smooth,  white,  geometric  Rosati,  to 
catch  the  light  and  reflect  in  the  windows — the 
Gallery's  acquisitions  committee  has  insured  that  the 
objects  will  be  experienced  as  subservient  to  the 
building.  But  art  originates  from  larger  ambitions. 

In  the  1930's  and  40's  Henry  Moore  revitalized  the 
ancient  tradition  of  carved  sculpture.  Building  on 
Brancusi  and  Cubism  he  emphasized  abstract  form, 
negative  space  and  intimate  viewer  involvement  with 
his  sculpture.  He  proclaimed  the  universality  of  natural 
form,  merging  his  female  figures  with  the  landscape 
and  both  with  his  natural  materials  and  organic  forms. 
It  was  a  compelling  image  of  ourselves.  By  the  1960's 
Moore's  sculpture  looked  familiar  and  he  has  spent  the 
last  1 5  years  making  variations  on  variations  of  his 
original  theme  to  meet  the  corporate  and  governmental 
demand  for  his  work.  To  commission  yet  one  more  is 
to  insure  a  cliche,  recognizable,  even  if  you  stay  on  the 
bus  and  comfortable,  so  it  won't  disrupt  traffic  entering 
and  leaving  the  building. 

I'm  not  much  on  conspiracy  theories,  but  the 
National  Gallery's  program  is  so  slick — they  turn  the 
Calder  on  at  1:00  for  the  after-lunch  rush — and  so 
successful — I  bought  three  catalogs  and  ten  postcards — 
that  I  wonder.  After  all,  art  at  its  best  questions 
prevailing  views  of  reality  and  challenges  the  status- 
quo,  while  design  cannonizes  it,  freezing  it  into  good 
taste.  What  could  better  serve  a  board  of  trustees 
composed  of  corporate  and  governmental  Who's  Who 
than  to  render  artworks  impotent  by  turning  them  into 
decorative  appendages. 

If  not  conspiracy  is  this  misrepresentation  of  art 
ignorance.-'  Does  the  National  Gallery's  director,  J. 
Carter  Brown,  really  believe  that  the  architect's 
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tetrahedron  cafe  skylights  are  a  "plaza  sculpture,"  as 
the  guidebook  says?  Does  that  make  Caro's  a  ledge 
sculpture  and  Moore's  an  entry  sculpture:  Rosati's  a 
window  sculpture,  and  Motherwell's  a  balcony 
painting?  I'm  afraid  so.  For  without  exception  the 
gallery  offered  important  20th  century  artists,  in  the 
twilight  of  their  careers,  the  opportunity  to  design 
themselves  a  place  in  the  hall  of  fame.  At  least  they 
took  it,  destroying  the  myth  that  artists  are  different 
from  the  rest  of  us;  they  just  have  higher  prices.

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<ALL  TO  THE  AMERICAN  WRITERS 
CONGRESS 

Writers  in  America  face  a  crisis.  Rapidly  advancing 
concentration  in  the  communications  industry  threatens 
as  never  before  to  exclude  and  silence  serious  writers 
who  are  out  of  political  or  literary  fashion.  New  writers 
find  it  more  and  more  difficult  to  publish,  and  even 
established  writers  are  subject  to  what  novelist  Mary 
Lee  Settle  has  recently  called  "the  censorship  of  slow- 
moving  books."  Government  support  for  the  arts  is 
being  slashed.  Attacks  on  writers — libel  suits,  book 
bannings,  censorship  by  government  and  special 
interest  groups — are  increasing  all  across  the  country. 

More  than  the  private  interests  of  writers  is  at  stake: 
there  is  also  a  vital  public  interest  in  the  character, 
^quality,  and  critical  spirit  of  our  literary  culture. 

Therefore,  The  Nation  Institute,  a  nonprofit 
organization  associated  with  The  Nation  magazine, 
hereby  issues  a  call  for  The  American  Writers 
Congress,  which  will  be  held  at  the  Roosevelt  Hotel  in 
New  York  City  from  October  9-12,  1981. 

Through  panels,  workshops,  roundtables,  caucuses 
and  plenary  sessions,  the  Congress  will  examine 
writer's  rights,  bread-and-butter  issues,  and  the  role  of 
writing  and  writers  in  the  United  States  today.  The 
Congress  will  provide  a  forum  tor  writers  of  all 
descriptions — poets,  playwrights,  novelists,  journalists, 
scholars,  critics,  and  the  associations,  guilds,  and  unions 
that  represent  them — to  talk  to  one  another  and  to  the 
country  at  large,  and  to  develop  new  ways  of  working 
together  in  defense  of  common  interests. 

The  Writers  Congresses  of  the  1930s  were  a  reaction 
to  the  Depression  at  home  and  fascism  abroad.  The 
MORE  conventions  of  the  1970s  responded  to 
widespread  dissatisfaction  with  mainstream  media. 
Today  many  writers  are  disturbed  by  the  increasing 
commercialism  that  threatens  their  ability  to  survive  as 
writers;  others  are  concerned  by  the  intolerance 
associated  with  the  rise  of  the  right;  still  others  express 
alarm  at  the  debasement  of  literary  culture  caused  by 
recent  political  and  economic  developments.  These 
issues  pose  fundamental  questions  for  every  writer — and 
"  reader — in  America,  and  demand  an  active  response. 
The  American  Writers  Congress  is  not  only  a  forum 
for  airing  all  these  concerns,  but  a  first  step  toward 
doing  something  about  them.

WEAVERS  DAY— WITH  A  SPECIAL  TRIBUTE  TO 
LEE  HAYS.  WBAI  celebrates  the  Weavers,  "the 
musical  conscience  of  a  generation  that  grew  up  under 
Senator  McCarthy,  HUAC,  and  the  Blacklist."  The 
Weavers,  the  seminal  folk  music  group  of  the  forties 
and  fifties,  were  reunited  for  two  incandescent  concerts 
at  Carnegie  Hall  in  November  of  1980.  We  will  be 
playing  excerpts  from  the  live  concert  recordings  (now 
an  album.  The  Weavers:  Together  Again),  intermixed 
with  old  Weavers  records,  taped  interviews  with 
members  of  the  group — Lee  Hays,  who  died  this  past 
August,  Pete  Seeger,  Ronnie  Gilbert,  and  Fred 
Hellerman — and  with  Harold  Leventhal,  their  manager. 

The  Weavers'  reunion  is  the  subject  of  a  marvelous 
film.  The  Weavers:  Wasn '/  That  a  Time,  directed  by 
James  B.  Brown.  The  soundtrack  of  the  film  was  mixed 
by  Paul  Barnes,  the  films  editor,  very  much  like  a 
radio  program.  The  film  was  written  and  narrated  by 
Lee  Hays,  and  it  stands  as  a  living  memorial  to  his 
crusty  integrity  and  humor,  and  to  his  ability  to  inspire 
friendship  and  love  in  others.  WBAI  will  broadcast  the 
film  soundtrack — which,  we  feel,  works  on  its  own — as 
part  of  the  day's  tribute  to  the  Weavers  and  to  Lee 
Hays. 

Lee  Hays  died  this  past  August  after  64  years  of 
joyous  struggle  in  the  cause  of  human  freedom.  He 
expressed  his  caustic  wit  and  his  ascerbic  love  of 
humanity  through  public  poetry  and  song,  and  in 
private  letters  to  his  many  friends.  Lee  Hays  co- 
authored  This  Hammer  Song,  Kisses  Sweeter  than 
Wine,  Wasn  't  That  a  Time,  and  many  others.  This 
past  September,  a  group  of  his  friends,  including  Pete 
Seeger,  Arlo  Guthrie,  Ronnie  Gilbert,  and  Fred 
Hellerman,  gathered  near  Lee's  home  at  Temple  Israel 
in  Croton-on- Hudson,  New  York  to  remember  him  by 
singing  his  songs,  telling  Lee  Hays  stories,  and  reading 
from  his  letters  and  poems.  They  called  it  a  celebration 
instead  of  a  memorial,  and  we  recorded  it  and  will  play 
it.
